Nathan studied at Glenlyon-Norfolk School from Grade 1 to 8. He is sadly missed by his family, 
friends, fellow students and staff. 


"Nathan lived every minute of his life to the full, and left behind no recriminations, no regrets, no missed 
opportunities. All he left behind was an immense amount of joy and pleasure which those who were associated with 
him shared. If the length of life were measured by what is achieved rather than in years, then Nathan's life would 
count as very long indeed.""

Nathan was an exemplary student who undertook his studies with enthusiasm and joy. And he excelled. 
He will be remembered especially for his accomplishments in the Vancouver Island Regional Science 
Fairs and beyond. His awards included First prize, Elementary Division - Most Promising Young Scientist 
(1990); First prize, Intermediate Division - Highest Score Overall (1991); First Overall Trophy (Best in the 
Fair), B.C. Biological Society Award, National Chemical Institute Award, Atomic Energy of Canada Award, 
and Silver Medal, Junior Life Sciences at the Canada Wide Science Fair, Sudbury, Ontario (1992); Second 
Overall Trophy, Best Forestry-Related Project, the Vancouver Island Regional Science Fair “Three-Time 
Overall Winner” Award, and another Silver Medal at the Canada Wide Science Fair in Riviere-du-Loup, 
Quebec (1993). He was nominated to represent B.C. at International Science Fairs in Singapore in 1993 and 
in Taiwan in 1994. 


Nathan was also an outstanding pianist, winning the top honours in his division at the Greater Victoria 
Music Festival for the past six years. In 1990 and 1991, he was the Featured Young Pianist at the Festival 
Highlights Concert. In 1991, he won the Junior Cup for Outstanding Musicianship. In 1992, he won the 
Intermediate Piano Championship and the Best Intermediate Sonata Award. In 1993, he won the 
Intermediate Piano Championship again (Outstanding Performance in Honours Concert) and was chosen 
to represent Victoria (Junior Piano) at the B.C. Festival of Arts. In addition to these music awards, Nathan 
played for Mr. Peter McCoppin, Conductor and Music Director, Victoria Symphony Orchestra. He also 
played trumpet, saxophone, electric guitar and violin. He enjoyed playing music in all styles from jazz 
and blues to pop and the classics. He composed his own music and delighted audiences with his 
improvisations. 


Nathan was a model student, consistently maintaining a record of Academic Honours or Academic 
Honours with Distinction. In Grade 6, he was chosen Best All-Around Junior Boy (McDowell Shield). In 
September 1991 he was elected Deputy Head Boy and in January 1992 he was appointed Head Boy, Junior 
Boys’ School. He enjoyed sports - swimming, biking, tennis, skiing and canoeing - and swam 
competitively for the Glenlyon-Norfolk School Swim Team and the Victoria Olympians Swim Club. 


For all his achievements, Nathan is remembered best by those who knew him for his personality and 
strength of character. He undertook everything with a spirit of enthusiasm and lived life to the fullest. 
His sense of humour brought laughter to all who were privileged to share the joy of his company. He was 
a deeply caring individual and his dream was to one day serve in the Third World.

There I would sit in my closet; it was always safe in my 
closet, in any closet. No one knew I was there. I could sit in the closet for hours and never be found. Maybe they 
didn't look or maybe they knew I was there but wouldn't have cared if I suffocated, because Caren was playing 
the piano, and that was more important.

She was sitting 
cross-legged on her bed, her blond hair flowing down her back, biting her bottom lip in concentration as she 
worked on a math problem. She was trying to ignore the rain and wind, but she couldn't when the lights went 
out. Caren began to panic in the dark. Blackness surrounding her, she desperately tried the light switches, but 
they failed to work. She then remembered where my parents kept the matches and candles in the cupboard at 
the top of the stairs. It was here somebody was waiting for her; somebody knew she hated the dark and had 
flicked a single switch in the electrical panel. There was silence except for the faint breathing behind the door, 
from where Caren was being watched. Her frantic hands shook as she groped in the gloom. Then so swiftly, 
with a violent shove, Caren was pushed down the stairs, screaming at first then moaning weakly when she 
reached the bottom.
